REMARKS 

A marked up version of the amended paragraphs to show changes made is 
attached hereto.

This 
amendment is supported in the cited reference, PCT/US98/24273, duly incorporated by 
reference into the instant specification, by a genus in that specification v^ithin Formula 
III. The serine residue incorporated at position 39 is recited throughout the 
PCT/US98/24273 specification, for example on pages 9 and 23. These amendments 
therefore add no new matter and their entry is respectfully requested. 
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Applicant also requests that the Examiner enter the amended sequence listing, 
which is provided in both paper and computer readable form (diskette). The matter 
contained on the paper and diskette are identical, and add no new matter to the 
specification.
